Harvard, denounce the labor unions of 
the country fie opposed to education of 
the young men, and w hat he termed 
“their fight against the development of 
the m anly Instincts.’’ 
In closing he characterized the strike 
breaker or “scab” as he called him, “a 
good type of the American hero.” 
The Economic club, which is made 
up of representative business men of 
Boston and vicinity, was formed for 
the purpose of holding meetings 
for 
the discussion of current topics. 
The 
subject 
for last evening 
was “Indus­ 
trial battle and the public.” 
About two hundred club members 
a n d ’ guests gathered a t the 
Bellevue. 
Among the speakers were 
John 
A. 
Hobson, the noted 
English 
political 
economist; Frank K. Foster, chairm an 
of the State Board of the American 
Federation of Labor; George E. Mc­ 
Neill, Hon. Charles 
Francis 
Adams, 
and Prof. Frank Parsons, president of 
the National Public Ownership league; 
Samuel Cabot and E. K. Clement of 
the Boston Transcript; Osborne Howes 
and Conrad Reno. 
President Eliot had not promised to 
speak, but had consented to say som e­ 
thing if the spirit moved. 
Mr. Hobson presented “the cane of 
the public," saying 
th at 
compulsory 
arbitration eventually would settle la­ 
bor difficulties. 
Mr. McNeill for the 
“Trade Union” said th a t 
the 
present 
attitude of the unions Is due to lim i­ 
tations placed upon the laboring man. 
The 
unionists 
consider 
, themselves 
partners, he said, in the business of 
their employers and when they go on 
strike to enforce a proper distribution 
of the profits they believe that their 
position is not vacated, and that their 
employers have no right to use strike 
breakers to fill their places. 
He said 
th at lf the use of physical force was 
Justified It was when the laboring man 
uses it to protect his position which 
is his capital. 


President Eliot said present condi­ 
tions indicated th a t many years must 
pass before the labor question is s a t­ 
isfactorily solved. 
Both 
sides 
m ust 
m ake concessions 
and 
adopt 
some 
plans, as for Instance, that In vogue 
In 
the great educational 
institution* 
of the c o u n try where the professors 
are engaged on trial, then on proba­ 
tion and finally, when they have prov­ 
ed themselves competent 
and 
tru st­ 
worthy, retained for life, or as long 
as they are able 
to 
perform 
their 
duties. 
In case of disability, they are 
pensioned. 
This plan, 
however, 
he 
said, is not feasible at 
the 
present 
tim e because both the employers and 
the labor unions were In 
a way In­ 
hum an. 
The principal objection to the labor 
unions, from the educated principal of 
view, he said, was their objection to 
young men becoming competent 
m e­ 
chanics. 
T hat they do prevent this is 
evident from the fact that all unions 
attem p t to limit the num ber of appren­ 
tices employed in any industry. 
The 
right to labor Is considered the most 
sacred right of the American citizen. 
Pres. E liot’s objection 
to the 
labor 
unions was, he said, that the prime 
object of the union seemed to be to 
work as few hours as passible, produce 
as little as possible during that time 
and to receive as much money as pos­ 
sible for the service given. 
This a tti­ 
tude was in effect nothing more than 
a constant fight against the develop­ 
m ent of manly instincts. 
He said he 
had a profound contempt for any man 
who did not choose to labor every day 
just as long as his strength would per­ 
mit. 
He protested against violent 
m eas­ 
ures by strikers to prevent non-union 
men filling the vacant places. 
For the 
skilled mechanics banded together, the 
very fact th a t they possessed the skill 
was a sufficient weapon. 
With the 
unskilled workers, while the conditions 
are different, there is nothing to Justify 
the use of violence. 
. President Eliot said In closing that 
his opinion now is the same as given 
years ago In a contribution to a jo u r­ 
nal, and it is that the modern “scab” 
la a good type of the American hero.

suspiciously pretentious, yet I am in­ 
formed that the man got it by birth 
and christening. 
He has borne simpler 
names to which he was not entitled; 
the police have a list of them.

Mr. Montagu is a bad man, and at the 
time when he sent for me he was in 
Jail for one of the most important rob­ 
beries within the recent history of the 
city— the Ramsdell burglary, in which 
more than $70,000 worth of Jewelry was 
Stolen. 
“ He wants you to take his case," said 
the policeman. 
“ I didn’t know that he had any case," 
I responded. 
“ W eren’t some of the dia­ 
monds found in his pockets?" 
“Well, not exactly in his pockets, as 
I understand it," was the reply.

or three small things w-ere found in his 
room. 
The great bulk of the stuff has 
never been found at all." 
I was aware of this fact; indeed, I 
had certain facilities for learning about 
this Case. for I was acquainted with 
W arren Ramsdell, the brother-in-law 
o f the lady whose jewels had been 
stolen. 
I had heard of Montagu's ar­ 
rest from 
Ramsdell on 
the evening 
when It was made and before any ac­ 
count of it had been printed in the pa­ 
pers. 
He had then mentioned that a 
few of the least valuable articles had 
been recovered, but I certainly under­ 
stood him to say that they had been 
concealed in some portion of the thief’s 
Attire. 
I felt indisposed to take Montagu’s 
case, 
first, 
because

was the most perfectly typical law yer’s 
manner that ever I saw, though his 
language did not mark him for one who 
had followed any learned profession. 
“Good day,

Wilard," said 
he. 
“ You know about my case, I suppose?" 
“ Very little,” I replied. 
“ What I do 
know makes me hesitate to have an y­ 
thing to do with it." 
Montagu glanced slowly around the 
room, bestowing his peculiar smile upon

the various articles of furniture, as lf 
he had been saying to eaeh of the 
chairs and tables: “ Nobody hidden be­ 
hind you. 
Of course not. 
Pray excuse 
me for thinking of such a thing."

“ A guilty man is entitled to his legal 
rights the same as an innocent one, 
isn’t he?” 
"Certainly,’’ said I.

The robbery had been discovered by 
Mrs. Ramsdell’s maid, who had gone up 
to her mistress’ room just before the 
hour when she was expected to return. 
Indeed, when the alarm was given Mr. 
and Mrs. Ramsdell were alighting from 
their carriage before the door. 
It was not long after IO o’clock, and 
there was plenty of time for the news 
to get Into the next morning's papers. 
A list of the stolen articles was pub­ 
lished, and the value was set as $70,000.

Doubtless Montagu had seen 
this list, and, beyond question, he was 
in a position to know whether it had 
been accurate. 
Supposing that the dia­ 
mond necklace had not been in the 
strong box, naturally Montagu w’ould 
be unable to return it, and he would 
Insist upon a definite statement about 
it before opening serious negotiations. 
Society women sometimes get into 
debt and pawn their jewels without the 
knowledge of their husbands. 
I have 
faith to believe that the indiscretion is 
rare, but I am told that it does occur 
l f such had been the fact in this in­ 
stance, it was conceivable that Mrs.

The m ost interesting 
astronom ical 
event this month is the display of m e­ 
teors radiating from the constellation 
Leo, which w ill occur 
In 
the 
early 
m ornings of the fifteenth 
and 
s ix ­ 
teenth. 
A few stragglers 
near 
the 
m ain body of m eteors w ill be encoun­ 
tered on m ornings before 
and 
after 
these dates, but the greater number 
are expected Saturday 
m orning 
the 
fifteenth, or Sunday m orning, the s ix ­ 
teenth, betw een m idnight and daylight. 
To the natural 
question 
w hether 
a 
“show er” w ill occur, or only “now and 
then a shooting star,” no decided a n ­ 
sw er can be given, for our know ledge is 
too m eagre to w arrant a positive predic­ 
tion. 
W e ure sure that the earth w ill 
cross the path of the m eteors anil cap­ 
ture every one In its w ay, but na we 
do not know how closely packed this 
part of the stream Is, we are ignorant 
of the number to be captured. We are 
also w ithout accurate Inform ation of 
the position o f the stream , 
only 
Its 
general position being 
known, 
und 
consequently w e cannot foretell 
ju st 
when the encounter w ill occur nor the* 
part o f the earth w hich will receive 
the bom bardm ent. 
But for the kindly 
office of our atm osphere In burning up 
these little bodies as they strike it the 
effect of the bom bardm ent m ight be 
serious. 
Now* we w elcom e the event 
for the display of celestial flrew'orks 


which are Its beautiful and harm less 
result. 
It quite 
possible 
that 
this 
year 
the display will be a brilliant one. 
In 
1991 
many m ore m eteors were seen 
than in the tw o preceding years, und In 
southern California, M exico and other 
places, the number per hour Is said to 
have been several hundred, w arranting 
the word "shower.” 
Professor W. H. 
P ickering of C am bridge has tabulated 
these reports and also exam ined the 
records of great displays in 
previous 
years, and believes that they point to 
an unusuul display this year, which 
, will be welcom e new s lo those who 
have been disappointed the past few 
years. 
But the testim ony show s 
that 
only a lim ited part of the earth at the 
best va III w itness the display, of w hat­ 
ever m agnitude It m ay be. 
HoAvever. 
m any m eteors will surely be seen on 
the designated 
m ornings. 
Observers 
should look chiefly toward the cast In 
the m orning hours 
preceding sunrise.

duties. 
In case of disability, they are 
pensioned. 
T his plan, 
however,

said, is not feasible a t

tim e because both the em ployers and 
the labor unions W'ere in 
a way in 
hum an, 
The principal objection to 
the labor 
unions, from the educated principal of 
view, he said, was their objection to 
young men becom ing com petent

tude w as in effect nothing m ore th an 
a constant fight against the develop­ 
m ent of m anly Instincts, 
He said he 
had a profound contem pt for any man 
who did not choose to labor every day 
ju st as long as his strength would p er­ 
m it. 
He protested ag ain st violent 
m eas­ 
ures by strik ers to prevent non-union 
men filling the vacant places. 
For the 
skilled m echanics banded together, the 
very fact th a t they possessed the Hkill 
w as a sufficient weapon. ’ 
W ith the 
unskilled w orkers, w hile the conditions 
are different, there is nothing to Justify 
the use of violence. 
P resident E liot said in closing th at 
his opinion now is the sam e as given 
years ago in a contribution to a jo u r­ 
nal, and it is th a t the m odern "scab" 
is a good type of the A m erican hero.

H e w as in high 
spirits.

"M o n tag u h a s It hidden. 
T he chief of

An ad­ 
dress of welcome by Morris K. Jesup, 
president of the chamber, followed and 
then the oration of the day was deli\erod 
by former President Gro\er Cleveland.

As President Roosevelt stepp­ 
ed forward to address the chamber the 
whole assemblage 
rose and cheered.

"Mr. President 
and G entlem an:—As 
I am to speak to you this evening I 
shall now simply say a word of greet­ 
ing to you and to your guests. 
I have 
been asked here as the chief ex ecu tiv e 
of the nation, and so I can speak, not 
merely on your behalf but on behalf 
of our people as a whole in greeting 
and thanking for their presence here, 
these representatives of foreign coun­ 
tries who have done us the honor and 
pleasure of being present today. (Ap­ 
plause.) I greet the am bassador (tu rn ­ 
ing to Mr. Cambon) whose approach­ 
ing departure we sincerely regret, the 
am bassador to whom on his advent we 
extended such hearty greeting and es­ 
pecially representatives of those great 
friendly civilized nations 'wrlth 
which 
we Intend to be known even closer by 
ties of commercial and social good will 
In the future (turning to the Russian 
and British am bassadors and 
Prince 
Henry Von Pless.) 
"And. now, gentlemen, having greet­ 
ed your guests, on behalf of

"T w o 
or three sm all things were found in his 
room. 
The great bulk of the stuff has 
never been found at all.” 
I was a w a re of this fact; Indeed, I 
had certain facilities for learning about 
this case, for I w as acquainted with 
Warren Ram sdell. 
the brother-in-law 
of the 
lady 
whose jew els 
had 
been 
stolen. 
I had heard of M o n ta g u ’s a r ­ 
rest 
from 
R am sdell 
on 
the 
evening 
when it w as m ade and before a n y a c ­ 
count of it had been printed in the p a ­ 
pers. 
He had then mentioned th at a 
few of the least valuable articles had 
been recovered, but I certain ly under­ 
stood him to say that they had been 
concealed in some portion of the thief’s 
attire. 
I felt indisposed to tak e M o n ta g u ’s 
case, 
first, 
because 
I 
believed

gniity. and. second, because of m y a c ­ 
quaintance with one of the Ram sdells; 
but I had a considerable cu riosity to 
see Montagu and talk with him.

Jewels had been taken from a sm all 
safe in a room on the second floor of 
the R am sdell house. 
It w as in 
the 
evening. 
T h e m em bers o f the fam ily 
had gone out Im m ediately a fte r dinner, 
and the servan ts were all below stairs. 
The robbery had been discovered by 
Mrs. R a m sd eli’s maid, who had gone ufc 
to her m istress’ room Just before the 
hour w hen she w as expected to return. 
Indeed, when the alarm w a s given Mr. 
and Mrs. R am sdell were alig h tin g from 
their carriag e before the door. 
It w as not long a fte r IO o'clock, and 
there w as plenty of time for the news 
to get into the next m orning’s papers.

Ram sdell m ight h ave told the reporters 
a fib. 
It would he n ecessary to settle 
this point 
before 
a n y th in g could 
be 
done for m y client, and w ith this In 
mind I tried to find W a rren Ram sdell, 
since there seemed reason to believe 
that he w as In his sister-in -la w ’s con­ 
fidence. 
B u t as the y o u n g m an had 
gone to C h icag o on business, I w a s un ­ 
der the necessity of callin g a t the R a m s ­ 
dell house upon this v e ry delicate b u si­ 
ness. 
Mr. and Mrs. R am sdell were at home, 
and. to use a figure of speech, they fell 
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upon m y neck when I hinted at a pos­ 
sib ility of secu ring a restitution of the 
property. 
T h e y were perfectly w illing 
that I should com pound a felony b y de­ 
featin g Justice in the case of S tanley

as Mr. R am sdell expressed it. 
Still upon the personal side I w a s 
m uch m oved b y the la d y ’s great g rie f 
at her loss. 
She seemed to be a w om an 
of a v e ry stro n g ly sentim ental nature. 
There were some of those Jewels, gifts 
from her husband in the early d a y s of 
their love, that she could not speak of 
without bu rstin g into tears. 
W hen I left the R am sdell house, I 
w as a fierce partisan of the fa ir victim 
of this robbery, and yet we had decided 
to do our best to save M ontagu from 
the consequences of his crime. 
E a r ly 
the next d a y Mr. R am sdell w ent to see 
the district a tto rn e y in order to pave 
the thief’s w a y to freedom if the jew els 
should be restored. 
I went to m y client 
and told him 
th a t restitution 
would 
probably result in his release, but I w as 
forced to add the inform ation w hich I 
had received from 
Mrs. 
R am sd ell In 
the most positive m anner that the p u b ­ 
lished list of the stolen jew els w a s co r­ 
rect. 
H is only reply w as this: 
“ T h e y a in ’t doing right by me.” 
I could not get him to explain that 
statem ent nor to s a y a n y th in g upon the 
subject except th at he w anted a d a y 
or tw o for consideration. 
S u rely if it 
had not been for p retty Mrs. R a m sd eli’s 
influence upon me and the m em ory of 
her great Joy a t the prospect of re ce iv­ 
ing her own a g a in I should h ave had 
nothing fu rth er to do w ith the affairs of 
Stanley M ontagu. 
A fte r le a v in g him I m et Mr. R a m s ­ 
dell, w ho had seen the district a tto rn ey 
and the chief of police. 
H e w as in high 
spirits. 


'T h ey tell m e th a t we shall get the 
stuff w ith ou t a n y 
trouble,” said he. 
“ M ontagu has it hidden. 
The chief of 
police sa y s th a t he regard s the case as 
settled and has ceased to think abou t 
it.” 


It w a s undoubted ly possible for the 
chief to stop th in kin g abou t the m atter, 
but it w as different w ith me. 
T o m ak e 
a long story short, I spent m ore than 
five w eeks in n eg otiatin g fo r the return 
of those diamonds. 
I would bring M on­ 
tag u alm ost to the point, and then he 
would slip back again. 
H e w ould de­ 
clare 
th at 
he 
w a s 
being tricked 
or 
would insist th a t one or another of the 
articles mentioned in the printed list 
had not been in the robbed safe. 
F in a lly the m an coolly told me th a t 
he w as dissatisfied w ith m y conduct as 
his counsel and had decided to get a n ­ 
other law yer. 
I w as discharged from 
the case, and a shrew d little rat of the 
law whose reputation is not of the best 
w as engaged in m y place. 
The in ter­ 
view which I had w ith the R am sdells 
a fte rw ard w as harrowing. 
I had raised 
their hopes only to dash them down 
again. 
M eanwhile M o n tagu had been indict­ 
ed and an e arly d a y had been set for 
the trial. Old Ben B riggs, m y successor 


in the case, m ade no m ove to open ne­ 
gotiations w ith the Ram sdells. 
Instead 
he got him self interview ed by the n ew s­ 
papers and declared th at his client w as 
innocent and a m uch abused man. 
Upon the trial— w hich you m a y be 
sure that I attended— M ontagu pleaded 
not g u ilty w ith a bold front. 
Now, to 
tell the truth, 
the district a tto rn e y ’s 
case w as not strong. 
H is knowledge 
that M ontagu w as negotiatin g fop a 
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return of the plunder had prevented 
him 
from 
w ork in g 
up 
the evidence. 
B ut th at know ledge could not be used 
in court. 
W ith me it w a s a p rofes­ 
sional secret, and nobody else knew 
a n y th in g abou t it except as a m atter 
of hearsay. T h e district a tto rn e y ’s peo­ 
ple 
and the police kn ew only 
w h at 
R am sdell had said, and th a t w a s not 
evidence. 
Yet, considering th at M o n tagu had 
been seen h a n gin g about the house, that 
some trifles from the plunder had been 
found in his room and th a t he w a s a 
known thief, it seemed to me th a t a 
conviction m igh t be expected. 
B u t to 
m y 
u tter 
am azem en t 
M on tagu 
pro­ 
duced 
a b solu tely 
u nim peachable e v i­ 
dence of his innocence. 
A v e r y re­ 
spectable 
fa m ily — father, 
m other and 
three children— backed b y a visitor or 
two, 
swore 
positively 
th a t 
M on tagu 
had been in their house d u ring the en­ 
tire evenin g o f the robbery. 
T h e y had 
know n him under a different nam e and 
had had no idea of his real ch aracter; 
neither had they guessed 
th a t their 
friend w a s the prisoner under arrest 
for the R am sdell b u rglary until the d a y 
before the trial, w hen th ey were so in ­ 
form ed by his attorney. 
There w a s no doubt th a t these w it­ 
nesses were telling the truth, and it be­ 
cam e a physical im possibility that M on­ 
tag u should h ave been the a ctu al b u r­ 
glar. 
A s to the Jewelry found In his 
room, the evidence of serva n ts in the 
house w here he lodged w as introduced 
to show th at a m ysterious m an had got 
in w ith some plausible excu se during 
M o n ta g u ’s absence and th at upon m y 
form er 
client’s 
return 
he 
had 
com ­ 


plained that the door of his room, which 
he had locked on going out, w as ajar. 
The a b su rd ly conspicuous position of 
the je w e lr y In the room also had its 
effect upon the jury, as indicating con­ 
spiracy. 
It becam e clear that the fel­ 
low m igh t h ave cleared him self imme- 
diately a fte r arrest if he had chosen t< 
do so. 
N o th in g else but an a cq u ittal wa* 
possible, and M ontagu left the court 4 
free man. 
I left It a v e ry m uch p u z­ 
zled and fiercely a n g r y man, for beyond 
a doubt I had been m ade a tool by thl* 
rascal for some purpose w hich I could 
only conjecture.
